Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1 the phrase "which comprises: having an additional. . renders the claim 
indefinite and vague since it appears that something is missing. 

In claims 1, 4, 9, 1 1-14, and 18 the phrases "an additional weight" and/or "the additional 
weight" lacks of antecedent basis, because no other weight(s) was/were previously 
recited, i.e., the word "additional" presumes another previously mentioned means. 
In claim 25 the phrase "or equivalent heaters" renders the claim indefinite since the metes 
and bounds of patent protection desired cannot be ascertained, i.e., what is to be 
considered to be equivalent to the electrical heaters?
